Bookbinding Industry Better Protected Today Than

New York Book- 
binders’ Guild, 
their monthly 
mecting 
Advertising Club, 
Brassil, 
the Brassil Bind- 
ery, New York, declared that the Am- 
erican bookbinding industry was bet- 
ter protected today than ever before 
its history result the Tariff 
Act 1922, and praised the Guild for 
its action writing Senator-elect 
Robert Wagner, defeat any legis- 
lation that shall lower the present 
duties incoming books. 


Mr. Brassil, who well known for 
his activities connection with the 
tariff and copyright law, stated that 
the tariff duty per cent 
valorem ordinary edition books, 
bound and unbound, ample protec- 
tion for the American bookbinder, and 
that the duty per cent extra- 
bound books more than twenty years 
old, and that per cent extra- 
bound books more recent date, have 
been benefit the trade, but could 
increased still more advantage. 


Reviews History Bookbinding Tariff 


Reviewing the history the tariff 
applied the bookbinding in- 
dustry, the speaker told his ex- 
periences during the conferences pre- 
the Payne-Aldrich Tariff 
1907. the suggestion extra- 
binder that time, Mr. Brassil en- 
deavored have duty put into 
effect extra-bindings coming into 
this country from abroad. 


For years, many book stores, large 
department stores and collectors were 
sending books Europe bound 
the extra binderies England and 
France, Mr. Brassil stated, and the 
books were more than twenty years 
old, they came into this country free. 
This combined with the fact that 
English wages amounted about one- 
third the American wage scale, pro- 
duced situation that was truly 
crucial one for the 
causing many them out 
business the decade. immediately 
preceding 1907. 


Vain Efforts Interest Congress 


Mr. Brassil told his trip Wash- 
ington 1908 and his vain efforts 
interest congressmen and senators 


the incorporation clause that 
would protect the American extra 
binderies. 

The same situation obtained 
1914, during which, nevertheless, 
long, arduous fight was made be- 
half the extra binderies. Day after 


Brassil 


day, senators and congressmen were 
interviewed, but again with re- 
sults. The congressmen said—as their 
excuse for not favoring these demands 
—that American binderies could not 
produce artistic work the bind- 
eries abroad. 

1921, the speaker stated, his 
efforts were last rewarded and 
clause protecting the American extra- 
binder was finally adopted. “During 
this trip Washington,” said Mr. 
Brassil, “we took many samples 
beautiful and artistic bookbinding 
Washington. Showing these typical 
examples American craftsmanship 
the Tariff Committee, said, ‘Today 
can produce this high type 
bookbinding, but Congress will per- 
sist the action has taken the 
last fifteen years, they will make this 
sort thing impossible, they will 
drive all the existing American extra- 
binders out business because the

per cent valorem duty was 
then adopted for books bound fully 
part leather and more than 
twenty years old.

“Although this quite gain for 
the bookbinding industry and un- 
doubtedly benefit for the edition 
binder, not quite sufficient for the 
extra-binder,” Mr. Brassil said, “as 
the industry could stand protection 
least per cent per cent 
extra-binding. 


Protection Edition Works Adequate 


“The duty per cent ordinary 
edition books distinct advantage, 
however, the bookbinding industry. 
While this should never under any 
circumstances lowered, should 
not ask for increase, this pro- 
tection the ordinary book plenty. 

“Its advantages are seen typi- 
cal publishing situation. New York 
publisher will import English edi- 
tion book wholesale price of, 
let say, $1.00. will pay per 
cent duty and carrying charge 
per cent, altogether per cent. 
But this more than costs bind 
the book the United States and the 
publishers certainly realize this. With 
duty not too high, and yet not too 
low, there stimulus for him 
experiment with more titles than 
would otherwise—a good thing, be- 
cause encourages the initiative 
the publisher and very often results 
the introduction books that have 
sale their American edi- 
tion. 

Americans Prefer American-Bound 

Books 

“Regardless the quantity pur- 
chased abroad, the American publisher 
will always have these bound the 
United States. They know American 
people not want English-bound 
books, and they realize the superiority 
the American edition-bound books. 
Under these Mr. 
Brassil continued, feel safe 
saying that, while should ask Con- 
gress not reduce the duty under any 
circumstances, should not ask 
have increased.”

Proper Temperature Next Steps Halfer Process

ready for strain- 
ing and testing 
after has stood 
for about twenty- 
four hours. gal- 
vanized iron pail

capacity 
one used for boiling should entirely 
free from greasy matter and our 
special straining bag should near 
hand. 

After the boiled size 
stirred thoroughly the straining bag 
should held above the empty pail, 
its mouth wide open and its tapering 
bottom half-way down the pail; which 
should filled about four- 
fifths. 

The bag opening then closed 
folding into bunch the left 
hand, and the mucilaginous body 
the bag wrung out with the right 
until the residue the bag begins 
harden and the size issuing from 
whitish, opaque tint. Then 
advisable stop straining order 
obtain clean, clear size. 


“Rough 


The bag should then emptied 
and the rest the contents the 
first pail strained, after which the 
bag should rinsed and cleaned, the 
pail emptied and the size strained the 
second time. The result “rough 
size,” ready for the trough for test- 
ing and reduction with water, rain 
preferably, the proper density. 

wooden trough should never 
used. must with its 
interior painted white possible.

Operations Then, Compared Those 


National 


IBRARY binding 
methods have 
changed within 
the last twenty- 
five thirty 
years just 
those other in- 
dustries. 

Our attitude to- 
ward each other has changed, 
gatherings plainly show. 
Our standing the trade has also 
changed, for there was time when 
library binder was considered 
rather insignificant being, insofar 
the trade was concerned. Today, 
maintain position equal plane 
with the other branches bookbind- 
ing. 


Requirements Have Changed 


The requirements our patrons 
have changed small way. This 
tends keep always the alert 
and big factor breaking the 
monotony our business. 

manage our business differently, 
and the manner which handle 
our help has changed from the old 
system the “merit 
system,” which aids our progress and 
makes work more pleasant and profit- 
able for both employer and employee. 


Going After the Customer 


Let compare the comparatively 
primitive methods former days 
with those the present. The binder 
then relied chiefly upon his ability 
satisfy his patrons the hope that 
they would continue patronize him 
and tell others. Today advertise; 
solicitors are sent out, price lists are 
mailed and broadcast; shipping cases 
are furnished, and often some novelty 
distributed effort keep our 
name before the librarians. 


Wages Then and Now 


Next, compare the workers. Men 
$18 $35, and girls $10, 
working sixty hours week with hand 
power machinery buildings which 
often were dangerous. Contrast this 
situation with the present day, with 
men earning $25 $48, and girls 
$15 $25, working forty-eight hours 
week, with motor-driven machinery 
modernized buildings.

Typical Operations Then and Now 


compared the bindery to- 
day with its modernized motor-driven 
machinery fire-proof buildings, the 
library binding yesterday pre- 
sented quite different view. Here 
are some typical operations with their 


old and new methods very briefly sum-. 


marized: 


COLLATING: Dampening finger 


sponge, compared with rubber-end 
tool, rubber finger stall. 

MENDING: Very little change. Tak- 
ing apart section, and pounding 
out old backing; compared with the 
trimming off backs sanding. 

Separating sections new, 
also the scoring sections, since the 
adoption Oversewing methods. 

END SHEETS: one time these 
were folded pieces paper. The vis- 
ible cloth joint was sewed the flat 
Singer machine. Now have vari- 
ous styles end sheets made 
various ways, but all the same 
principle. 

SEWING: Sewing through fold—a 
method that was responsible doubt 
for many our woes the past—has 
been improved upon the Oversew- 
ing methods. 

TRIMMING: hand-cutting ma- 
chine those days, compared 
the power machine today, which 
much the same, except that sizes 
are standardized. Fortunately for 
me, these machines were invented be- 
fore entry into the business, and 
was not called upon use the older 
method Plow and Press, which cer- 
tainly must have been tedious job. 

SPRINKLING: With sieve and brush 
those days, compared the pres- 
ent method spraying with air 
brush. 

GLUING Backs: With glue pot and 
brush, against the glue trough. 
The latter one the latest addi- 
tions equipment our plant. 

ROUNDING: Rounding 
with hammer, compared the round- 
ing machine the present-day. 

BACKING: hand, with hammer, 
compared the roller backer. 

Back LINING: With super and 
paper lining against stay cloth 
cotton flannel. 

Heap against twine 
cord the head and tail the case. 

Stock CuTTING: Instead cutting 
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stock for individual books, sizes are 
now standardized. 


the same, unless one did have 
brass bound boards. 


FINISHING: Lead type compdred 
brass type. Lay-finishing press com- 
pared finishing stand. Also 
vent roll gold should mentioned. 

OTHER IMPROVEMENTS: Leather 
paring machine opposed the old 
method hand knife, and piece 
glass. Almost total elimination 
the tedious job lacing boards. 
Hard glue replaced with 
Leather with Buckram 
Leather. 

When leather was selling $12 
and $22 dozen, often discouraged 
the use buckram rubbing the 
filler out and holding the 
light show its lack strength. 
To-day, because improvements, 
dare say, ninety per cent the re- 
bound books are put 


NUMBER OPERATIONS: For 
three-quarter leather, cloth paper 
sides, lace board binding, thirty- 
eight operations were then necessary. 
Today, not more than twenty-five are 
required for full buckram cloth 
binding. 

Costs: and selling price were fig- 
ured almost entirely basis 
material used, wages paid, and over- 
head, plus the profit binder thought 
was due him—and there was very 
little competition. These elementary 
items are few comparison with the 
many items today that must 
considered and that add the pro- 
duction cost and selling price. Hence 
not surprising that the average 
library binder finds impossible to- 
day bind regular inch library 
book full buckram for cents 
(other sizes proportion) and rea- 
lize fair margin profit, 
years past, regardless the volume 
business may have. 


These are briefly some the ways 
which the library binding business 
has changed during the last few de- 
cades. May all appreciate our ad- 
vantages over the library binder 
the past and with united efforts make 
the library group better and 
stronger division the- Employing 
Bookbinders America, order that 
our advancement shall equally 
great the years come the 
past.

Production 


Germany still ranks first among all 
book producing countries, according 
statistics published the Swiss 
Review the Copyright Association, 
which shows that Germany 1924 
published 23,599 new books, Japan 
13,834, England 12,700, France 9,403 
and the United States 9,012. 

The 23,599 published Germany 
declined from 31,782 1922, while 
Japanese production increased from 
10,946 13,834, Japan passing Eng- 
land and taking second place for the 
first time. German production 1924 
was about the same the 23,339 total 
for 1896, which 1912 had climbed 
34,800. 

The German decrease from 1923 
1924 was felt all branches book 
publishing, but while the number 
school publications fell off consider- 
ably the number books for youth 
increased. 1923 total 11,441 
dissertations for the doctor’s degree 
were published for German high 
schools and this further increased 
1925. 

Publication German books 
music declined from 4,799 1922 
1923 and increased 3,705 
1924. The increase serious musi- 
cal works from 1923 1924 was 61.4 
per cent and light musical works

6.4 per cent. 1924 total 16,000 
German reviews were published, 
which 1,000 were new. 

The 1924 figures for other coun- 
tries were: Italy 6,093; Holland 4,903; 
Czecho-Slovakia, 4,256; Denmark 
3,606; Sweden 3,058; Bulgaria 2,474.
